However, he learned 
something from Miss Perkins about 
the New Deal and couldn't come back 
with any sound argument against it. 

If Hoover is thinking of running 
for the presidency again he must 
have a lot of confidence in himself 
because he is the only one that be- 
lieves he can win.

When too much’ knowledge 
stored away in one’s head it very 
often gives them an idea of super- 
iority as such is the case of Miss 
Ijams.

Relief Bill Doubles 
In Last 18 Months 


Thirty-Five Per Cent Gain in Num- 
ber of Needy Reported By 
Bosses’ Organization.

During the past 18 months there 
has been a 85 per cent increase in 
the number of emergency relief cases 
and an increase of 198 per cent in 
the monthly cost, according to the 
National Industrial Conference board. 

The organization, which is finan- 
ced by large industrial egrporations, 
declares the average monthly cost 
per case—which usually is a family 
—was $14.40 in January, 1933, and 
$34.12 in December, 1934, an increase 


of 122 per cent.

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PATMAN BILL TO THE FRONT 


After floundering about for several years and almost but 
not quite getting a favorable recommendation from the U. S. 
Senate committee having charge of the various bonus bills, 
the Patman bill, which proposes that the government issue | 
two billion dollars in currency with which to pay off the 
unpaid balance of the bonus awarded to veterans following | 
the world war, jumped into the lead last Friday when the 
House of Representatives by a vote of 204 to 207 defeated | 
the Vinson bond plan bill and then adopted the Patman bill 
by a vote of 318 to 90. 


This sensible proposal is meeting and undoubtedly will | 
continue to encounter the bitter opposition of banks and all | 
other money-lending interests. That these interests should | 
oppose such a measure is to be expected, for it is a challenge | 
to their present exclusive privilege to use the governments | 


power to issue money for their own personal gain. 


If the Patman bill should be ratified by the Senate and 
finally become a law either with the President’s signature or 
over his veto there would be not one particle of difference 
in the fundamental foundation of such a currency issue and 
any national bank currency issue ever put in circulation. The 
only really essential difference is that the war veterans would | 
receive this new money directly in payment of a debt ad-| 
mittedly owed to them, while the national bank custom, since 
the civil war, has been for the government to issue all such| 
currency directly to the national banks, without owing such 
bankers a nickel and without accomplishing the payment of 
a single cent of either interest or principal on the United 
States government debt represented by government bonds 
required to be deposited by the bankers to secure any new! 
currency issue. On bonds so deposited the government pays 
the interest to the bankers, while their bonds remain in hock, | 
as it were, with the government, for the currency issued to 
them absolutely free of all charge and expense, except the 
insignificant cost of printing such currency for the bankers. 

But the foundation for the currency in the case of any) 
national bank currency and the proposed bonus currency is 
identically the same, namely the promise of the government 
to redeem the currency, which in both cases is being issued 
in the first place on the strength of a debt owed by the gov- 
ernment. In the one case the debt is owed on bonds previously 
issued by the government. In the other case the debt is owed 
to the war veterans but to them no bonds have ever been 
issued, but a law is in force under which the government 
promises to pay this bonus in 1945. 

Where the real difference enters is in what happens after 
the currency has been issued. In the case of the Patman bill 
the currency issue provided for, would pay in full the entire 
indebtedness to the war veterans and the government could 
redeem the entire issue from time to time at its pleasure 
without the payment of a cent for interest. Every dollar 
issued would go to the war veterans, and by them be put in 
circulation in whatever manner they might spend it. 

On the other hand, suppose that a bond issue for two 
billion dollars should be issued at 41/)% interest to raise the 
money with which to pay the war veterans. These bonds 
would be sold to the bankers and their brokers who would 
buy them up with the people’s money deposited in the banks. 
The war veterans would be paid but there would be no in- 
crease in the money in circulation for it would merely be 
taken from the money already in existence and be passed 
over to the bonus men to be spent by them in their own way 
instead of being loaned out by the banks. It would be like 
taking money out of one pocket and putting it into the other 
pocket. To get more money in circulation the bankers could 
take these two billion dollars of bonus bonds, deposit them 
with the government, and get two billion dollars of national | 
bank currency printed up for them by the government and 
backed by the government with its pledge to redeem, in much 
the same way as is provided in the Patman bill. But this 
currency would go to the banks. From them no one could 
get it without paying interest, ranging from six to eight and in 
some states as high as ten and twelve per cent. The govern- 
ment would have to pay interest to the bankers for the bonds, 
to the amount of $90,000,000.00 every year, as long as 
this game lasted, and some day in the misty future the gov- 
ernment of future generations would be obligated to pay 
the entire principal of two billion dollars. In the meantime, 
the people, who might borrow the two billion dollars of | 
currency issued to the banks, would have to pay $150,000,- 
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000.00 a year in interest, if they paid six per cent, or as much| 
more than this as it might cost in addition in different states. 

In a nutshell the currency in each case would be equally | 
valid, for the same government would be pledging the wealth | 
of the nation as a guarantee that it would redeem it. But in| 
the case of the Patman plan the war veterans would get the. 
money directly and neither the government, nor private | 
money borrowers would be obliged to pay any interest on 
the transaction, while under the Wall street plan, which has 
been in vogue in the United States since the Civil War; the 
government, that is the peaple, would have to pay ninety | 
million dollars interest every year.

Area Agreements Under 


NRA Construction Code 


Workers and employers in the 
construction industry recently sub- 
mitted 213 area labor agreements 
for approval of President Roosevelt. 

The construction industry’s code 
provides for agreements on wages, 
hours and other conditions of em- 
ployment to be reached by collective 
bargaining between workers and em- 
ployers in the various divisions and 
regions of the industry. The agree- 
ments are then submitted to the 
president for his approval. 

Area agreements are arrived at 
under and pursuant to Section 7(b) 
of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, and Section 1, of Article III, of 
the code of fair competition for the 
construction industry, which pro- 
vides for mutual agreements in di- 
visions of subdivisions of that code. 
The agreements may fix standards of 
pay, hours of labor, and other condi- 
tions of employment in a_ specific 
region. 

The initial work of collective bar- 
gaining as outlined above rests 
solely upon the employers and em- 
ployes. 
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| Clothing Workers Strike 


For Union Recognition 


Over 400 members of the Terre 
Haute local of the United Garment 
Workers of America walked out of 
the Stahl-Urban company’s’ two 
plants here when the firm refused 
to recognize the union to negotiate 


an agreement concerning wages and 
hours. 


The disagreement dated back to 
last September when a company 
official discharged seven women who 
hag been active in organization work 
among the employes. The women 
appealed to the regional labor board, 
which recommended that they be 
reinstated. The company appealed 
this decision to the National Labor 
Relations board, which also decided 
that the concern should reinstate 
the women unionists in accordance 
with Section 7-A of the National 
Recovery Act. Inspired by this de- 
cision, a group of the employes car- 
ried on organization work until a 
major portion of the employes were 
union members. The company re- 
fused to recognize the union and the 
walkout resulted.
